Clerks Rushed to Street at Panama. 


Panama. Aug. 31.—The Isthmus of 
Panam a experienced an earth shock, 
extending over a large extent of t e n t 
tory. No dam age was done, however, 
nor is it believed that the canal has 
been affected in any way. 
Lieutenant 
Colonel G. W. Coct ha Is gave out the 
following statem ent: 
“The seism ographs on the isthmus 
recorded earth movem ents at various 
stations across the Isthmus 
How 
ever. they were not sufficiently sever** 
to be generally felt nor to have any 
injurious effects on any of the canal 
work now in execution or in prospect.” 
The people, unaccustomed to such 
visitations, were greatly alarmed, but 
no set ions dam age has been reported 
and no one was injured. 
The administration buildings of both 
the government and canal commission 
here and at Ancon were so severely 
shaken that the clerks left their desks 
hurriedly for the street. 
They 
returned, 
however, when 
it 
wa** seen that no dam age had been 
done and that the fir**t shock w*as not 
followed by a second. 
The quake was felt also at Agua 
dnlee. in Cocle province, and at Pa 
cora in the province of P an a m a point* 
more than one hundred miles apaid 
There is nothing as yet to Indi« ate 
that the Panani canal was dam aged 
by the quake. 
Special inquiries are 
being made in this direction, and a 
report from the canal commission is 
ex ported. 
An earthquake was felt at both ends 
of the Isthmus of Panama. In Color 
the shock was slight and no damage 
w as done. 
No report of dam age to the ^ana* 
work has been received

T h a t there have been g reat clim atic | 
Granges iu different parts of the earth I 
is well known. But, though geologists I 
can tell us th at they have occurred, 
they do not tell os why.

Then our mantle, instead 
of the white one it now is, was a per­ 
petual green. 
O ur people lived on 
luscious fruits th at grew without cul­ 
ture and bathed in the tepid waves 
that danced lightly on Hie strand. 
In 
thorn* days they knew only happiness. 
‘But one day when some were m ak ­ 
ing m erry under the green trees and 
others were sporting in the waves a 
canoe white as the snow am id which 
we now live was discovered far out at 
sea, now gently raised on the crest of 
a bellow, now sinking out of sight, but 
slowly drifting tow ard the land. 
“ Awestruck, the f*eople waited on 
the verge till tile white carnie reached 
the sands, aud there within iL infold 
eii in a robe of erm ine, lay a maiden 
whose skin was fair and whose hair 
fell over her shoulders like rh ulets o f 
sunshine.

maiden to her father.

which was now a ruin. 
Entering there 
they saw on a couch the maiden, her 
hand*, white as marble, folded over 
her breast. 
“Theu an aw e greater than 
that 
which had fallen on the people when 
the maiden first 
touched their land 
cam e to them, for they knew a great 
calam ity wa* abmit to visit them. The 
King of the W inds looked down on tin* 
form of his daughter, now cold in death.

revolves, a new direction in the c u r­ 
rent of that mighty river we call the 
gulf stream , a shrinkage in the terres 
trial crust, or is it an ebullition of 
th at poetic constitution common among 
men when they tirst enter upon a civ! 
lized condition? W hether it Is to Im* 
explained by the first or Hie second 
hypothesis, it is certainly a very beau­ 
tiful conception. 
And it is to these 
conceptions of prim itive people, grop­ 
ing in the unexplained universe, g rasp­ 
ing for the truth, th at the poet who 
Interprets the world of rom ance is in 
Without them he would hnve 
no song to sing
